Ratisbon, December 3. Collonel Wend, in the 
Action he had with the Rebels at New-Owurgen the 
27th of laft Month, kill’d 500, and rook 270 /1- 
foners ; he has fince caus’d many of thole ?riforers 
to be broken on the Wheel, ochers to be hang’d, and 
fome to be beheaded, to terrify others by their Ex- 
ample. The 26th ult. Braunau,Vilfhoven, and Ui- 
gartiperg were taken by the Rebels, on what Jerms 
is not known ; but "tis faid they were sepuls d in 2 
Affaulis they made upon Braunau, and ia a 3d 
Scorm carried a Ravelin and won the Place. They 
are now before Scharding, from which Flace great 
firing of Cannon is heard at Paffau ; bur ’tis tear'd 
that the Garrifon beng weak it muft furrender. 
The Rebels have warn’d the Town of Landfhut to 
provide for 10000 Men that they defign to quar.er 
init. We have Advice from Italy, that che Bloods 
had {wepd away a French Field-Hofpiral, and with 
it 1000 fick or wounded Men. 

Francfort, December 7. The Troops of the Circles 
of Swabia and Franconia, and part of the Wirtem- 
berghers, are marching to Bavaria. 

From the Ainfterdam Courant, dated December 12. 

Berlin, Dec’ 5. The Duke of Marlborough hiving 
had 2 private Audiences of the King, and feveral 
Conferences with our Minifters, has renew’d the 
Treaty for 8000 Pruffians to continue to ferve under 
Prince Rugene another Year in the Pay of England 
and Holland ; and his Majefty has’ promis char 3 
Battallions.and 2000 Recruits fhal] begin their March 
this Month for Italy. His Grace was preiented at 
this Cours with a Sword, the Hilt of which is fet 
with Diamonds valued at 12000 Rixdollars ; and the 
Earl of Sunderland with a Ring worth 3000 Rix- 
doilars. They fet out the 3d Inftant for the Court 
of Hanover. 

Hildefheim, December 8. The 6th in the Afternoon 
the Duke of Marlborough arriv’d ar Hanover, and 
foon after had an Audience of the Elector in his 
Clofei, where was the Electoral Prince Sikewife: 
His Grace went from them to make his Compliments 
ro the Electrefs Dowager, who was accompanied by 
the Electoral Princefs and aitended by the principal 
Ladies of the Court. In the Evening a French Co- 
medy was acted for the Entertainmen: of his Grace, 
and he was feated in Duke Erneftus Auguftus’s Box 
on the Right hand of tiat Duke; which Box being 
next to that of the Electrefs Dowager, bis Grace 
shad a great deal of Ditcourfe with hei. He fup’d 
with their Electoral Highneffes, and waslodg'd in a 
Palace fitted up for hiw, having 24 Grenadiers and 
2 Officers for his Guard, His Grace defigns to fer 
out to morrow for Holand. For whe we canlearn, 
there is little Hopes left of an Acconimocdatiop with 
the Malecontents of Hungary, whw ave influenc’d by 
French Counfels: Count Berezeni one of the chief 


of thofe Malecontents has the Repuration of being 


well vers'd in political and military Affairs.

Amfterdam, Dec. 9. Here are Letters from Mala- 
Ja, which fay Intelligence was come thither chat Ali- 
cant has declar’d for King Charles IIJ, and that rhe 
number of thofe who arein Arms for him in the 
Kingdom of Valencia encreafes daily. This News 
is the more credible, becaufe former Letters from 
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Alicant advis'd, chat things were in great Confufion 
there, and that it was expected there would bea 
general Infurrection of the Inhabitants of that Place 
aganft the Houle of Bourbon. We have a Reporc 
here, chac an Engiith Man of War has taken a French 
Ship in her Way home from the South Sea.

Pais, December 7. Letters from Toulon of the 
28:h of laft Month advife, thar for fome Days Men 
had been hard at Work to fir out 5 Bomb Veffels, 
fome Ficehips, and 21 Sips of War, of which tix 
carry 72 Guns, and eight 60, cach ; the reft are Iet- 
fer Rates.
